Mr. Bowers 
stayed with us for the remainder of our journey. 

We had trouble with our engine and landed to have it repaired. While 
we were grounded we had time for our extra activities. The play "'That 
Crazy Smith Family" was presented» We _ wf re allowed two parties as usual 
and the Seniors gave us a f arewel 1 ' part y. Our hi? night was the Junior- 
Senior banquet which was held at the LaSalle Hotel and thus we came to the 
end of our year's course. r--.' 

We took off in September 1944. Our crew proved themselves efficient 
so we re— elected them. We also 'have thirty— six other passengers nbonrd. 

During the summer we were saddened deeply by the death of one of our 
passengers, Richard Lantz. 

We are drawing near our destination and about to complete the final 
year of our flight. 

This year we gave the play, "The Green Ghost". Although we encounter- 
ed many difficulties in Chemistry, we took a day of fun to dress and act 
like kids. 

We had three stops to refuel our social life with parties, one in nhich. 
we entertained the Juniors. 

On April 6 the Seniors were given a banquet by the Juniors at the La- 
Salle Hotel. 

Thus we have reached our destination. Graduation, and feel that we are 
^prepared to start out in our own planes from the knowledge we have gained.
